servation of the like and dislikes ot 
mixed audiences and his judgment of 
what they will, can and cannot enj 
has been an ndvantmgo he has made 
careful use of aud profited hy. 


"A gospel song cannot he written 


from a 'musician's standpoint and 
harmonized by the stringent rnlea of 
theory and 
counterpoint—although 


these ore of paramount importance, 
and necessary for the true guiuanc« 
of a composer of ally kind of music. 
Ackley knows this and has the good 
sense to govern his writing accord- 
ingly. Understand me.^I do not say 
that gospel music need not bo music- 
ally and correctly written, for wilesi 
it is it cannot survive; but I do saj 
that it must be written and arranged 
in a manner available for the general 
public, which, you will admit, is not 
mnde up of musicians.

Finny Tribe. 


Along tho tributary stream* of 


Hie Kejang river, in the Independent 
state of Sarawak, on the, island of 
Borneo, the native Sedownns and 
Dynks have a unique method of 
taking fish, nnd one much superior 
to dynamiting. Xear the mouth of 
a creek a harrier of latticework is 
erected. 
In this space'is left nn 


opening wide enough to permit the 
canoes to pass through. After the 
boats go up the stream n net Is 
placed across the opening. From 20 
to HO canoes engage in flfsliing. When 
the point Is reached where opera- 
tions are to begin, two small dug- 
outs, which have been towed, arc 
emptied ot their liquid contents.' 
This muddy-looking concoction is 
tuba, poison, from the plant cocaine 
uidicuK. The poison id made by 
pounding thft root to shreds and 
then mixing with water in certain 
proportions known t.n the fishermen.
